liNIONTOWN'. Dec. 10.—A petition 


will be presented to court ai eoon as 
a few preliminary matters can bw ar- 
ranged with a view to removing an- 
other landmark from Ihe county sent. 
This time It Is the old Methodist Kpla- 
copal Cemetery at the cornel* of Arch 
and West Peter streets, 
which 
for 


nearly a century was n favorite burial 
spot for the members of that ftilth in 
this community. The plot comprises 
about an acre and a half and Is In the 
heart of tho town, almost Immediately 
in tho rear of tho First National Sank 
building. On account of the locution 
1C has become very valuable for build- 
ing purposes and sonio fancy otters 
have been matte within recent years. 


Many of tho pioneer settlers ot tho 


Methodist faith were laid to rest horo 
bul their bones will or« long bn ten- 
derly gathered together and taken to 
u stiUablu place on the outskirts of 
town where they will ngaltt be Inter- 
led. The descendants of many wilt 
take phargu of the remains ami tak« 
them to a placo or their own choosing 
but most of the 450 bodies wilt bo loft 
to the disposition ot tbo committed 
&ppoicted to look after tbo work of re- 
moval. 


*\dj:icont to this old cemetery was 


a brick church which w«s 
built In 


IMS and which was but recently re- 
placed by an autoir.obllo garage. Bo- 
fore this building was erected a small 
log structure served tho little band of 
worblppers which formed the nucleus 
of the present congregation ot more 
tnan 
810 m.-mbers. 
The 
present 


church on Morgnntown street was ded- 
icated In thu sixties. Tbo congrega- 
tion has entirely outgrown this 
edi- 


fice nnd a movement htm boon started 
with a view to putting up n building 
commensurate with the number nnd 
wealth of lh« congregation. The cult- 
olal board Is composi"! ot many of tho 
most prominent bnstnoss and profes- 
sional men of tbo town.
